• THE STUDENT COUNCIL-Student Bar Association-spon- 
sored Mock Trial will finally materialize Wednesday night. 
This is indeed a satisfying thing to view. 

After having come up with the idea last year, the two 
groups were not able to put it into action. Poor planning, 
apathy and grandiose schemes for a sensational Earle Stanley 
Gardner-type display made it a flop.

Scoring accuracy

The Buff connected on 
47.9 percent of their shots, while 
the Spiders hit for 37.5 percent. 
The win gave GW a 1-0 record in- 
the Southern Conference. 

Thursday hight the Colonials 
opened at home against Maryland 
before 2200 screaming fans at 
Uline Arena. The Buff lost a 
heartbreaker, 64-57, after leading 
for most of the game. 

The hero for GW was another 
unheralded eager, bespectacled 
soph Dave Lockman from Wake- 
field High. Lockman’s 16 points 
kept the Buff in contention as the 
Terps’ tight defense bottled up 
Bash, Kunze, and Markowitz. 

Buff Stopped 

Bash’s long one-handers gave 
him 12 quick points and helped 
put GW in the lead early in the 
game. But the boys from College 
Park closed the gap to 2 points 
at halftime, 36-34. In the second 
half the Terps tightened their de- 
fense and held Bash, Kunze and 
Markowitz to a combined total of 
5 points. Lockman and Big Bill 
Ingram combined for 16 points to 
keep the game fclose until the final 
minutes, when Maryland’s /ball 
control won out. 

Jerry Bechtle's long one-hander 
broke a 57-57 deadlock with 1:30 
left, and when the Buff were un- 
able to knock the lid off their 
basket, the Terps widened the gap
